The Southern Medical Journal of Feb- 
ruary, referring to the mortality statistics of 
the lute census, remarks: 

These documents sustain the general im- 
pression that the. African lives longer than 
the Caucasian race, one hundred whites and 
one hundred and forty-eight blacks being 
reported as having died of old age. Al- 
though we do not mean to deny the correct- 
ness of the received opinion, we yet believe 
that it is exaggerated. Age has advan 
tages to the negro which are not experienc- 
ed by the whites, and its immunities are 
generally claimed by the slave long before 
his master would think of resting from Ais 
labours. Hence it is that very many of our 
slaves, when sixty years of age, imagine and 
declare that they are eighty or ninety, and 
are accordingly indulged with an exemption 
from farther cumpulsory labour. Many. of 
the citizens of this place may recollect “ old 
daddy Quah,” who averred, apparently in 
good faith, that he was so old that when he 
arrived here from Africa, the Savannah 
river was so small astream that he could 
“step over it!” He thought himself one 
hundred and fifty years of age, but was pro- 
bably not more than ninety-five when he 
died.

From the Cincinnati Enquirer. 


THE CINCINNATI SLAVE CASE. 


On the 29th of January the escaped slaves 
were taken from jail, where they had been 
placed for safe keeping by the United States 
Marshal,and conducted inan omnibus, attend- 
ed by a strong posse of officers, to the United 
States Court, the Hon. John L. Pendery pre- 
siding. A crowd accompanied the omnibus, 
and the court-room, a few minutes after it 
was opened, was jammed with eager specta- 
tors, many of whom evidently would have ex- 
pressed their sympathy for the fugitives in an 
audible manner but for the rigid order en- 
forced by the Deputy-Marshals. 

The Hon. John W. Finnell and 8S. T. 
Moore, of Kentucky, and Col. Francis T. 
Chambers, of Cincinnati, attorneys for the 
claimant; John Joliffe, attorney for the fugi- 
tives. 

Mr. Joliffe stated that by reason of the issu- 
ing of the writ of habeas corpus by Judge 
Burgoyne, and the action of the Sheriff of 
Hamilton County in returning to the Mar- 
shal of the Southern District of Ohio the 
fugitives on an alleged informality in the said 
writ of habeas corpus, he (Mr. Joliffe) had 
not caused any subpcenas to issue for wit- 
nesses on the part of the defence. 

Col. Chambers, in reply, said that the war- 
rant upon which the fugitives are held had 
been issued on the 28th of January, thus al- 
lowing the attorney, Mr. Joliffe, am; le time to 
have his subpcenas issued, served and return- 
ed. 

Col. Chambers would require a showing 
in writing, giving the names of the witnesses 
and what he expected to prove by them. 

Mr. Joliffe said he would prepare the affi- 
davits of the defendants themselves to show 
that they had at various times been brought 
by the owners, or their agents of the own- 
ers, into this State; and having done so, Mr. 
Joliffe then read to the Court the affidavit of 


Mary Garner, which was as follows: 

“Mary Garner having been duly sworn, states 
that about five years ago, Cas Warrington, of 
Covington, Ky., hired this deponent of James 
Marshall, who claimed her as his slave and 
brought her to Covington, Ky., and about the 
time of the said hiring, the said Cas Warrington 
asked said Marshall if he was afraid the said 
Mary would run away, to which Marshall replied 
in the hearing of this deponent, that deponent 
might pass and repass to Cincinnati whenever 
she pleased; that he was not afraid she would 
run away ; that she lived in Covington with said 
Warrington better than twelve months, and while 
she so lived -with him she frequently came over 
to the City of Cincinnati to attend worship in the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, of which she was 
and now is a member; that sometimes the said 
Warrington knew of her crossing here to church, 
and at other times he id not know of it; that she 
never made any efivit to conceal her coming from 
said Warrington or any other person, and never 
heard him objectto her coming to the City of 
Cincinnati. And further, she says that while 
she lived with said Warrington she came over 
to the City of Cincinnati, State of Ohio, to market ; 
sometimes she come to Cincinnati with said War- 
rington, and at other times with Polly Warring- 
ton his wife ; and at other times with Sally Stewe 
art, sister of Mrs. Warrington ; .Benjamin Con- 
nolly, Mrs. Warrington’s brother, knows that she 
came over on said errands; Mr. Kennedy, who 
kept the ferryboat between Cincinnati and Cov- 
ington, knows, as he believes, that she came over 
frequently from Covington to Cincinnati. She 
has been in jail in Cincinnati ever since Monday 
last, and has means to employ lawyers in her 
behalf, and prays the Court to protect her in her 
rights in this matter. She hopes to obtain the 
testimony of said witnesses, but has no means to 
pay the fees of said witnesses.

Mr. Joliffe then read the affidavits. Ro- 


bert (alias Simon jr.,) Garner, as follows: 

“Robert Garner, of lawful age, being duly 
sworn, on his oath states that about five weeks 
before Christmas of the year 1855, Thomas Mar- 
shall, a son of Jas. Marshall, and agent of James 
Marshall the claimant, brought this deponent from 
Kentucky to the City of Cincinnati, in the State 
of Ohio, and kept him in Cincinnati, about four 
hours, and then returned him to Kentucky; and 
that about four years ago William ‘Timberlake, 
who is a storekeeper, and lives in Covington, had 
this deponent hired, and while he wasso hired said 
Timberlake bought some wheat in Ohio, and 
brought this deponent over to Ohio to measure 
said wheat, and this deponent did measure said 
wheat at the house of a man named Scott, near 
Dayton, Ohio, and this deponent came over on 
Monday morning and returned on the Saturday 
night tollowing to Covington, Kentucky. 

“ This deponent, on his oath, further says that 
the same James Marshall who now claims him 
as a slave or fugitive, about six years ago brought 
this deponent over from the State of Kentucky in- 
to the State of Ohio with a drove of hogs; that the 
hogs were sold to a man by the name of Mr. Rice, 
a Datch butcher, and that deponent was on that 
occasion brought into the State of Ohio by the con- 
sentof his alleged master five days and five nights, 

“That about six years ago, James Poor hired 
him from said Marshall for eight months, and 
that he did live with said Poor for eight months 
in Covington, Ky., and while he was in the ser- 
-vice of said Poor, the brother-in-law and sister of

said Poor were about to go to Texas, where he 
lived, and this deponent was sent over to Cincin- 
nati by said. Poor to carry the boxes and trunks 
of his said sister-in-law, and he did come into the 
State ot Ohio in said conduct, and did carry the 
trunks and a satchel for the sister-in-law of Poor. 
‘The deponent hopes to be able to prove these 
facts, ifhe is allowed to obtain the testimony. 
He has been in prison since Monday night.

Mr. Joliffe read the affidavit of Margaret. 


Garner, alias Peggy, as follows:

girl, she was brought. from Kentucky into thé 
City of Cincinnati, in the State of Ohio, by John 
Gaines and Eliza Gaines, his wife, the said John 
Gaines being the person who claimed to be her 
owner; that she was brought to Cincinnati to 
nurse Mary Gaines, daughter of the said John 
Gaines, who now lives with her uncle, Archibald 
Gaines, in Kentucky ; that she came here in the 
morning and went back on the evening of the said 
day. Eliza Gaines, wife of the said John Gaines, 
is dead ; the said John Gaines now lives, as de- 
ponent believes, in Oregon Territory, to which 
place he went about six years ago; she prays 
that her case may be continued until she can 
obtain the testimony of said John Gaines, in her 
behalf, and that commission may issue, and a 
stay of proceedings be had to obtain his testimo- 
ny. William Garner, about six years old, 
Samuel Garner, about five years old, and Miller 
Garner, about nine months old, are co-defendants 
with this deponent and her children, and each of 
said children has been born since the time when 
deponent was brought into the State of Ohio.

On the 31st, Mr. Joliffe stated that he 
had been informed that warrants had been 
issued against those of the fugitives who were 
adults, on a criminal charge, and that an ar- 
rangement had been made between the Unit- 
ed States and the State Officers, by which 
they were not to be served until this inves- 
tigation had terminated. He would there- 
fore move if any officer had such warrants, 
he should be permitted to serve them at 
once. 

Commissioner Pendery said that since the 
opening of the Court this morning, he had 
been called upon by the City Marshal with 
two warrants, claiming four or more of the 
fugitives, and that he had told him that in 
order to prevent a collision between the au- 
thorities he would not grant them until the 
investigation was through. Between the 
termination of the of the investigation and 
the time he would take for giving his deci-. 
sion the warrants could be served. 

Mr. Joliffe still pressed his motion. It 
might seem strange, that as the attorney for 
these people, he should demand that they be 
given up on a charge of murder, but each and 
all of them had assured him that they would 
go singing to the gallows rather than be re- 
turned to Slavery. 

Commissioner Pendery declined to make 
the order then. 

The case of James Marshall, who claims 
three of the slaves, then commenced. A son 
and a nephew of Mr. Marshall testified that 
they never knew of any of the slaves ever 
having been in Ohio with their master’s con- 
sent. 

On the following day, the claimant hav- 
ing rested his case, testimony for the slaves 
was introduced. Mr. G. J. Guilford testified 
that the son of Marshall, who was examined 
the previous day, had informed him that the 
slaves had been frequently in- Cincinnati. 
Several colored persons also swore that they 
had seen young Simon in the city.» On the 
2d of February a number of witnesses were 
examined. zee 

Jacob Rice, (a German butcher,) sworn 
—Have seen * Old Simon” before; have seen 
bim with Mr. Marshall; Mr. Marshall sold 
me some hogs; I cannot tell how many: hogs 
he had along with him; he fetched two black 
boy (nagurs) along; the next day he fetched 
the hogs, and the next day he weighed the 
hogs; he left one of the boys in my house 
over night; I cannot tell how many nights he 
stayed in my house; in the night [tell Mr. 
Marshall, “ Mr. Marshall, where we lay the 
boy ?” and den he say,. ‘ very well, Jay ’em 
on the ground—makes no difference where 
he lays;” my old woman tell me, ‘now, old 
man, take the boy over to the childers, and 
put them over to the childers in the bed ;” 
in the morning Mr. Marshall tell me, “where 
is the boy?” he said to my old woman, 
“what’s the reason you give him a bed?” 
well, then, my old woman tell Mr. Marshall, 
she said how, “ these people like us ;” he said 
he no call them people; they same like anoder 
ting—he wouldn’t say a dog; and then the 
next morning he take ’em, and he goes “long 
home ; that’s all I knowed; my house at that 
time was out. on Harmer street, between 
Vine and Main, Cincinnati. 


Q. How long ago? A. Well, my friends 
that’s too long—eight or nine years ago ; 
think I bought the hogs of him yonder side 
of Covington ; would not know him now; I 
know this man very well—that one was a 
little boy ten years ago ; believe that man is 
the man, though he was a boy then. 

Col. C.—You know the old man? A. 
Oh, I know him long ago; had seen him be- 
fore—I can’t tell when—a good many times; 
my wife is dead; my children’s name are 
Margaret and Emily ; Margaret is married 
to Frederick Fisher, and they live in my 
house ; Emily to John Reyhold ; he lives in 
Lick Run; about ten years since, I knew that 
old man; young Simon looks like the boy 
that was along; one wasa man grown and 
the other a little boy; (showed how high— 
about 43 and 5 feet.) 

Court—Point out Mr. Marshall. A. He 
is in the Court like a gentleman, and he 
comes to my house like another man; he 
comes t3 my house with hogs, looking like 
bis nagur, and now he dresses like a gentle- 
man; Mr. Marshall was a high (tall) man, 
large. — cae 

The Court then waited for some time for 
the appearance of Margaret Fisher, the 
daughter of Mr. Rice, who was immediately

sent for. During this interval, Mr. Rice, 

talked with Robert. _ ; 
Jacob Rice recalled, and asked again as 

to young Simons, said: Yes, I recollect 


him now; that’s the same boy I saw in my 
house. 


_Margarat Fisher, daughter of the last 
witness, having arrived, was seated for a mo- 
ment close by the fugitives, and spoke to 
young Simon. She was then sworn and told 
to look at the fugitives and state if she had 
seen any of them before. She said a 


i chit D’ve seen that young man. before ; 


=. Ys thie, of atin Selita eet ety 
house years ago, but he’s grown Very mven;— 


he stayed all nig ht at Mr. Rice’s—my fath- 
er’s; my father lived then at the corner of 
Harmer and Black streets; it must have 
been about ten years ago; I believe the boy 
slept with the journeyman. 

Q. Areyou satisfied that is the same boy ? 
A. Yes, sir, I think it is. | 

Q. Have you any doubt about it? A. I 
think it’s the boy; [ have no doubt of it at 
all; he was brought there by a gentleman 
whom father had hows of. can’t recollect bis 
name just now, but would know it if 1 heard 
it. 

Q. Was it Marshall? A. Yes, it was. 

Q. Can you pick him out ? Col. Chambers 
objected, and the Court took the witmess and 
asked her if Marshall was in the room. The 
witness stood up and looked around for some 
time. It was a moment of intense interest, 
for the identity of Marshall withthe man who 
stayed with the negroes at the butcher’s was 
all that was wanting to make-the evidence 
complete. A brother of Marshall, who re- 
sembles him strongly, rose, and witness look- 
ed at him eagerly as though about to reeog- 
uize him as the man, but did not speak. 
Next to him was aman crouched down, with 
the head of his cane to his lips and !ook- 
ing stealthily out of the corner of his eyes. 
At length witness said: That man with the 
stick to his mouth is him.” It was Mar- 
shall. 

Cross-examined—Q. Why did you look 
so hard at the man that rose up? A. I was 
just a going to say it was him, and then I 
looked at bim right, and saw it wasn’t bir. 

Q. Youchange your mind then? <A. I 
didn’t change my mind at all; I just thought 


it wasn’t bim ; it’s so long ago a body has to 


take a good look before they know. 

Q. Did you know the young man there 
(young Simon) as soon as you came in the 
room? A. Yes, sir, I did so. 

Q. How old and large was he then? A. 
He was about ten or eleven years old then ; 


(showed how large—four and a half or five . 


feet ;) never saw him since till to-day; can’t 
say whether he stayed three or four nights. 

Witness was directed to look at Marshall. 
—She said his face was fuller then than now; 
couldn’t say if his body was fatter, but knew 
his face ; don’t know how he was dressed ; 
had clothes like the farmers generally have 
on ; don’ remember that old man (old Simon;) 
don’t know as he was along. 

Q. Had Mr. Marshall whiskers on? A. 
Well, I think he did have whiskers. 

Q. Can you point out in the Court-room 
any other man who sold bogs to your father? 

Witness. And stayed al! night ? 

Col. Chambers. No. 

Witness. Well, I didn’t bother about 
them; my business was in the house, and I 
only noticed those that stayed all night (wit- 
ness pinted out another Kentucky hog-dro- 
ver that she had scen at her fathers;) no 
other boy stayed there; might have been 
other boys just come with him, but they 
didn’t stay there all night; Mr. Marshall 


‘slept alone; when he started to bed father 
‘asked him if the boy would sleep with him ; 
he said no, he could Jay on the bare floor ; 


boy slept with the journeyman, and ate at 


‘our table; the little boy behaved fust rate ; 


everything his master told him to do he done; 
don’t know whether his hair was combed the 
way it isnow; he had on a cap; I am going 
on thenty-seven years old; have not talked 
with anybody about this case; nobody has 
told me anything about this case to-day ; 
Simon did not point out his master to me ; 
did not point his finger to him while I talked 
to hin. 

__(). How did you come to say that the 
very boy stayed at our house all might ? A. 
Because you asked me. 

By Col. Chambers—What’s the name of 
that young man? (pointing to Simon). A. 
If 1 didn’t know you've told me often enough; 
T didn’t converse with Simon about this trial; 
Isat‘down by him, and he asked me if I 
knew him; that’s all he asked me; have talk- 
ed with no one about this case. 

Re-examined—- Don’t know anything about 
what my father stated in Court; that man 
(pointing to the Marshal) came for me, and 
L came right down. 


The Court adjourned to Monday morning 


at 10 o’clock. 

A number of Kentuckians remain about 
the Court, and when it adjourns form a dou- 
ble line of men from the Court-room door to 
the prisoner’s van, and between the files of 
men the fugitives are passed out. They then 
follow the omnibus to prevent a rescue. It 
is said these men have stated that they were 
prepared to carry the fugitives back to Ken- 
tucky at all hazards, but we cannet believe 
that thisis anything more than biuster.

times on the Underground and sometimes 
on the Upperground, until they made their 
way to the City of Sandusky. Here they 
found the Lake was frozen—Freedom or 
Death was their ery !--the Underground car 
had to take the iee. So they took fresh 
courage, and employed a man with his sleigh 
to bring them across. He ventured, and 
brought them to Point Play Island. On 
their journey they got overtaken by a snow 
storm, and was carried some miles out: of 
their way. They then came to an opening 


in the ice, about five feet wide, which they | 


could not see the end of either way, so they 
were compelled to tear the sleigh to picces 
and make a bridge for their horses and 
sleigh to eross on; after this, ali was well. 


They staid on Point Play Island that night, 
and in the morning made a fresh start on a.

The Way for Colored Travellers to Save 
their Dimes, and not to be Insulted 
on the Highway. 


Detroit, Michigan, 13th Feb. 1856. 

Mr. Epiror.—For the first time in my 
life, I sit'me down to spend a few thoughts 
upon paper, for the readers of your L’ree- 
man, and hope it may find room in a column 
of the same. Hirst, allow me to say, that 
I left the queen city of Illinois, known as 
Chicago, for Detroit city, on Friday night, 
February the 8th, 1856, at half-past eight 
o’clock; and there being somie two trains be- 
bind the time, therefore for fear of a collision 
the engine that drew the trains upon which 
we rode, had, necessarily to be held in by 
the bit, through the politeness of her en- 
gineer; and the snow,being very obstructive 
too, all had a tendancy to delay the time; 
hence, instead of being at Detroit on a Satur- 
day morning, we found ourselves, near 
Niles, located in Michigan State, some hun- 
dred and eighty miles distant from the city 
of Detroit... Being somewhat hungered, as 
-Ishad been accustomed to. eating very early 
of mornings, 1 took my ticket out of my 
pocket, and in looking over the distances of 
miles, I noticed it said, passengers would get 
their meals at a place called Marshall; J, of 
course, considered myself a passenger, and 
after a tedious ride, up and down on the 
rail, we arrived at Marshall: We all alighted 
out of the cars together, running to the 
washhouse, washed our hands and: faces, 
and only had fifteen minutes altogether, to 
wash and eat in; so having washed, the bell 
ringing for breakfast, we all went in to break- 
fast; and the whites bustled around the first 
table, and I was conducted to one fixed off 
like the former, and thought that I woul 
have a good time of it, no one here but my- 
self, and while in the act of reaching my 
arm or hand to help. myself, as I had but a 
few moments to spare, one of the waiters 
caught me by the shoulder and told me to 
change my seat, fur there were some more 
white men, that had not yet been seated. I 
looked behind me at the other table, where 
I was requested to sit, and what do you 
think was on it? Why, a white table cloth 
and a lot of plates, and nothing else; as 


‘though I could eat table cloths and dishes. 


The waiter or steward said, we can soon fix 
you something. I arose from my seat, and 
kept going up the isle, feeling that it was 
their day now, but by-and-by it would be 
mine. After arriving near the door, there 
was a man whom I took to be the landlord, 
looking at me. Said he, sit down here, sir, 
and I will have something in a few minutes, 
while there were a plenty of vacant seats at 
the tables that was full of eatables; but, I 
thanked him and kept going on, and he the 
landlord, made a great to do, as though 
scaring geese out of a field, and as though 
he would as soon lift up his foot tome. I did 
not say anything, but thought if he had lifted 
his foot to me, that it would have been a 
dear lift to him—for my God fighteth for 
me. But this is not all, dear readers, there 
Is something to come yet, that is this, some 
poor fellow did not haye a very good hat, 
and seeing that 1 had a new, and by-the- 
way a very good one, and the poor fellow 
that had an old one, and mine a better one 
took mine, and left his old one for me,

circulated papers and books, filled with 
cogent reasoning, logical arguments, earnest 


appeals, and faithful exposures, relating to 
the colored man’s rights and wrongs, coming 
fresh and forcibly from the hearts and hands 
‘of the sufferers themselves. That the time 
has at last arrived when the condition and: 
destiny of the colored man is a topic of ab- 
sorbing interest, all observers must admit. 
How fitting and needful, therefore, that 
colored men should vigilantly watch every 
occasion to strike an effectual blow towards 
overthrowing the power which is daily 
crushing and degrading them. 

The 1emarkable success which have in 
numerous instances crowned the labours of 
determined individuals; as, artisans, mecha- 
nics, farmers, storekeepers, &c, d&c., makes 
it very apparent that many others who do 
scarcely anything, might succeed just as 
well as those alluded to, if they would exert 
themselves.

SPEECH. 


LTonorable Gentlemen of the Legislative) A} present, I have only to leave you to 
Council, the discharge of your important duties. 


Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly, 


IT have thought it right to call you to- 
ecther at this season, because I believed it to 
be the wish of the Country that your task of 
legislation should not be delayed until a later 
period of the year, and because it is at once 
the desire and the duty of the Executive Go- 
vernment, to profit by your advice and as- 
sistance when it may be most conveniently 
afforded, 

In referring to your labours of your last 
Session, I cannot help congratulating you 
on having settled the disputed question of 
the Clergy Reserves. You will find, I be- 
lieve, a large balance of funds arising from 
this source, available for distribution among 
the Municipalities, but I think it likely that 
your assistance as Legislators may be requir- 
ed to give full effect to the fair and equal 
allotment of these sums. 

In Lower Canada, the Act for the aboli- 
tion of the Seigniorial T'enure, promises in 
like manner to close a long pending contro- 
versy by an equitable adjustment of existing 
claims. No time has been lost by me in 
acting on the powers conferred by this law, 
and I trust that you will be satisfied with the 
progress which has been made. 

Lhe subject of a change in the Constitu- 
tion of the Legislative Council by rendering 
it Elective, will again be brought before 
you. 

A measure for the organization of a Pro- 
vincial Police, capable of being applied by 
the Crown, for the prevention of crime, and 
the speedy apprehension of offenders, deserves 
your attentive consideration. 

The increasing wealth and prosperity of 
the country demand increased protection for 
property, and the advance of civilization in 
Canada, should be marked by the strict en- 
forcement of Law, and by the perfect sense 
of security from outrage. 

It is to you that I must look for the power 
of ensuring these great objects. 

I have spoken of our increasing prosperity. 
No mark of its existence can be stronger 
than that afforded by our extended lines of 
Railway. Nor is this progress confined to 
one Section of the Province. astward to 
St. Thomas, and Westward to Guelph and 
Hamilton, these lines, at once the sign and 
the cause of progress, are already completed.

The Republic of Liberia possesses the elements 
of progress, and so must sooner or later be a great 
State. Africa is not to be,. but is, colonized. 
What was an experiment once is no longer so. 
Still Liberia has muchito do, or rather much is to 
be done for her, before she becomes what it is her 
destiny to be, - 

The people of the State of Maine have under- 
taken a work in the colonization cause, which, 
considering her situation at the extreme north-east 
of the Union, is not a Jittle singular. She has 
undertaken to build and present to the Coloniza- 
tion Society the first ship of a projected line of 
vessels to sail between Liberia and the United 
States. This will be an honor to that State. 

A union between Liberia and Sierra Leone is 
advocated, both in England and America, as ad- 
vantageous to both, and to the great cause which 
both have at stake—the civilization of Africa, 
African settlements are considered practicable in 
the interior, and ex-President Robertsis in favor 
of the attempt. African discoveries are prosecut- 
ed by Dr. Rebbman, Dr. Barth, C. J. Anderson, 
; and Dr. Livingston. 

David Hunt, Esq., of Mississippi, by his letter 
of December 3, 1855, announces a gift from him-

All Labouring Men Ought to be Slaves, 


Until recently, the defence of slavery has 
Jaboured under great difficulties, because its 
apologists (for they were mere apologists) 
took half-way grounds. They -confined the 
defence of slavery to mere negro slavery; 
thereby giving up the slavery principle, ad- 
_mitting other forms of slavery to be wrong, 
‘and yielding up the authority of the Bible, 
and of the history, practices and experiences 
/of mankind. Human experience, showing 
the universal success of slave society, and the 
universal failure of free society, was un- 
available to them, because they were pre- 
cluded from employing it, by admitting sla- 
very in the abstract to be wrong. The de- 
| fence of mere negro slavery involved them 
in a still greater’ difficulty. ‘Ube laws 
| of all the Southern States justified the hold- 
‘ing of whale men in slavery, provided through 
_the mother, they were descended, however 


remotely, from a negro slave. 
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| wrongfully held in slavery. 

| The line of defence, however, is now 
'changed and the North is now completely 
| cornered, and dumb as an oyster. The South 
now maintains that slavery is right, natural 
and necessary. It shows that all Divine, 
and almost all human, authority justifies it. 
|The South further charges that the little ex- 


‘has been, from the beginning, @ cruel failure 
‘end that symptoms of failure are abundant in 
our North. While it is far more obvious 
‘that negroes should be slaves than whites, 
' for they are only fit to labour, not to direct, 
yet the principle of slavery is itself right, 
and does not depend upon difference of com- 
_plexion. Difference of race, lineage, of lan- 
guage, of habits and customs, all tend to 
make the institution more natural and dura- 
ble; and although slaves have been generally 
whates, still the masters and slaves have gen- 
erally been of different national descent. 
Moses and Aristotle, the earliest historians, 
are both authorities in favour of this differ- 
ence of race, but not of colour. 
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PENNSYLVANIA.—The Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the House of Representatives has 
reported, by a vote of 6 to 2, against the bil 
to change the venue in the case of William- 
son ys. Kane. It was originally introduced 
in opposition to the advice of leading Demo- 
crats, who refused to yield to the appliances 
of United States officials.

How to Keep Silks. 


Our lady readers may be glad to learn 
that silk articles should not be kept folded in 
white paper, asthe chloride of lime used in 
bleaching the paper will probably impair the 
| color of the silk. Brown ‘or blue paper is 
better; the yellowish, smooth India paper is 
best of all. Silks intended for dress should 
not be kept long in the house before they 
are made up, as lving in the folds will have 
a tendency to impair its durability by caus- 
ing it to cat or split, particularly if the silk 
has been thickened by gum. ‘Thread-lace 
veils are very easily cut. But dresses of 
velvet should not be laid by with any weight 
upon them. If the nap of a thin velvet is 
lzid down it is not possible to raise it up 
again. Hard silk should never be wrinkles, 
because the thread is easily broken in the 
crease, and it never can be rectified. The 
way to take the wrinkles out of silk scarfs 
and handkerchiefs is to moisten the surface 
evenly with a sponge and some weak glue, 
and then pin the silk with some toilet pins 
around the selvedges on a mattrass or feath- 
er bed ,taking pains to draw out the silk as 
tight as possible. When dry, all the wrink- 
les will have disappeared. The reason of 
this is obvious to every person. It is a nice 
job to dress light colored silk, and few should 
try it. Some silk articles should be mois- 
tened with weak glue or gum-water, and the 
wrinkles ironed out by a hot flat-iron on the. 
wrong side. :

produce, or manufacture of the said United King- | 
dom, or of such Province respectively, viz:— | 

Animals, beef, pork, biscuit, bread, butter | 
cocoa paste, corn or grain of all kinds, flour, fish | 
fresh or salted, dried or pickled, fish oil, furs or | 
skins, the produce of fish or creatures living in | 
the sea, gypsuin, horns, mess poultry, plants, | 
shrubs and trees, potatoes and vegetables of all | 
kinds, Seeds of all kinds, pelts, skins, furs or | 
tails undressed. Wood, viz: boards, planks, 
staves, limber and firewood. | 

And the following articles when imported di- | 
rect from the Provinces of Nova Scotia, New | 
Brunswick and Prince Edward’s Island, and | 
being the growth, produce, or manutfaciure of | 
said Provinces respectively, viz: 

Grain and Breadstuffs of all kinds, vegetables, 
fruits, seeds, hay and straw, hops, animals, salted 
and fresh meats, butter, cheese, chocolate, and | 
other preparations of cocoa, lard, talluw, hides, 
horns, wool, undressed skins, and furs of all 
kinds, ores of all kinds, iron in pigs and blooms, | 
copper, lead in pigs, grindstones and stones of all | 
kinds, earth, coals, lime, ochres, gypsum ground | 
or unground, rock-salt, wood, bark, timber and 
lumber of all kinds, firewood, ashes, fish, fish 
oil, viz: train oil, spermaceti oil, head matter and 
blubber, fins and skins, the produce of fish or 
creatures living in the sea. 


REMARKS. 


Goods to be entered at the fair market value, | 
in the principal Markets of the Country, from | 
whence they are imported directly into this Prov- | 
ince ; butthe Governor, by a Departmental] Order, | 
may permit Goods dona fide imported from one 
country through another, into the Province, to be 
valued for Duty as if imported direct.

In virtue of the authority of the third Section | 
of an Act of the Provincial Parliament, passed 
in the sixteenth year of Her Majesty’s Reign, 
and chaptered eighty-five, intituled, “ An Act 
further to amend the Laws relating to Duties 
of Customs, ” it is ordered that the following 
packages be chargeable with duty, viz: all pack- 
ages containing Spirits, Wines, Cordials or 
Liquids of any kind in wood, Bottles, Flasks, and 
all Packages of Glass Ware or Earthen Ware, the 
Sugar, Molasses, Syrups, Treacle, Coffee, Rice, 
Tobacco, Flour, Provisions, and no deduction to 
be allowed for the weight or value of the paper cr 
string, covering Sugar, &c. All packages, con 
taining Soap, Candles, Pipes, Nails, Chains, 
Paints, Spices, Nuts, Vermiceli, Macaroni, Glass 
Tin, Canada Plates, ‘Tins, Trunks and Jars con- 
taining Merchandise, and all other packages in 
which the goods are usually exposed for sale, or 
which necessarily or generally accompany the 
goods when sold. And that the following Pack 
ages are to be exempt from payment of Duty, viz: 
Bales, Trusses, Cases covering Casks of Wines 
or Brandy in Wood, Cases and Casks containing 
Dry Goods, Hardware or Cutlery, Crates. and 
Casks containing Glassware and Earthenware, 
Cases containing Bottled Wine or Bottled Spirits, 
and allother packages in which the goods are 
not usually exposed for sale, or which do not ne- 
oy or generally accompany the guods wher 
sold.
